FLLEGAL FISHING AT 


LUCAN. 


EXTENSION OF PROHIBITED 
AREA DEMANDED. 


Receiving a letter from the Department of 
Fisheries, announcing that certain fines of 
£10 had been reduced to £2 each, the Dublin 
Conservators of Fisheries, at their monthly 
meeting yesterday, renewed “their protest 
against. the prea imposed by the District 
Justice being interfered with. 

Regarding the particular case under ‘dis- 
cussion, Messrs. Maguire and Fagah thought 
that the fines were too heavy, and dissented 
from the resolution. 

With regard to a fine of £6 15s. imposed on 
@ man for carrying salmon to a boat during 
the close season, it was decided to point out 
that he was the servant of the man who had 
the salmon packed. 

. With regard to illegal fishing at Lucan, the 
following resolution was passed :— 

‘That this Board, having received numerous 
complaints from licensed fishermen, which 
have been confirmed by reports from our own 
water bailiffs, regarding illegal fishing in the 
vicinity of Lucan wéir; is of opinion that 
By-law No. 375, which prohibits fishing for a 
distance of eighty yards down stream from 
the western end of the wall forming the 
northern side of the salmon pass in the said 
weir, is insufficient, and the Board submits 
that the prohibited area should extend from 
the said Lucan weir to the outer or eastern 
side of the bridge at Lucan, which carries the 
county road. The Board, therefore, requests the 
Minister for Fisheries to hold an inguiry mto 
making a new by-law in accordance with the 
Board's request,’’ 

In the course of his report, the chief water 
bailiff (Mr. McNamara) stated that a good 
deal of illegal fishing was taking place in the 
Liffey at Lucan. On one occasion when he 
arrived at Lucan Bridge with a motor cycle 
in the river, 
and he saw a man seated on the bank. 
When the man went away a gaff was found 
in the. grass about two feet from where he 
had been sitting. There was, however, no 
evidence that the man ‘had been using it. 
The bailiff believed, however, that the gaffin 

of salmon was being carried on there. Goo 

work, it was pointed out, was being done 
with the help of the motor hoat.

According 
to the findings of the committee, tens of 
thousands of pounds could be saved annu- 
ally under efficient supervision, and one 
suggested economy of £25,000 is referred to 
as a mere bagatelle compared with what 
‘might be done in the reduction of éxpendi- 
ture, leading to a substantial decrease in 
the rates. The details given regarding 
excessive salanes and wages make the 
average ratepayer blink with astonishment ; 
for such a thing would not be tolerated 
for a moment in a private concern. 


KEY TO A PUZZLE. 


It is often a matter for wonder 
that men keen in trade and commerce seem 
to lose their business acumen when they 
enter the Council, but the key to the puzzle 
it. found .in the statement of. the, com- 
mittee that in the setting up of that very 
committee “we had the deplorable 
spectacle of members of the Council hold- 
ing responsible positions in the commercial 
life of our city, who stated, after the 
appointment of this committee. that they 
voted against the resolution because they 
had pledged themselves that never, under 
any circumstances, would they vote for the 
reduction of the salary or the wages of a 
Corporation employé’’! In this con- 
nection it was.recommended, and rightly 
so, that municipal employés should not be 
permitted to be members of organisations 
selecting candidates for local government. 
The question naturally arises whether such 
councillors will consider their pledge bind- 
ing on them to vote against the recom- 
mendations of the committee. In such 
an event the names should be. made public, 
as the conduct of these men does not tend 
to promote the welfare of the city. 

The committee recommend a general 
cleaning up of civic administration ; but 
who is.to undertake such a task? Vested 
interests and ‘‘ protected ’’ jobs will con- 


front the reformers at every step, and it 


must not be forgotten that the Labour and 
Socialist element: will: be strong in the 
deliberations of the Council when the 
report comes up for consideration. Ths 
fact that it is to be discussed first of all in 


private gives the general community cause 


for anxiety, as it is feared that efforts 
will be made to minimise the importance 
of the committee’s conclusions. In many 
influential quarters it is urged that only 

appointment of commissioners can 
save the situation, as they would act with- 
out fear or favour, whereas sentimental 
and personal considerations will affect the 
judgment of the members of the Corpora- 
tion. Interesting events are in store. 


THE FARMERS’ PLIGHT. 


The farmers of the North are still carry- 
ing on their crusade for better conditions, 
and, unless something is done officially to 
assist them, they are likely to prove a 
formidable force to be reckoned with by 
the Government at the next. elections. 
They are. becoming more fully organised 
and, like the agricultural community in 
England, seem to have lost all faith in 
their political leaders. The belief is 
prevalent in the country districts that Bel- 
fast is the chief consideration with the 


of the province is neglected. During his 
tour of the six counties some months ago 
the Prime Minister was in daily confer- 
ence with delegations of farmers. He ex- 
plained the position to them, promising 
sympathetic consideration of their griev- 
ances, but matters still remain very much 
as they were, if not worse, and dissatisfac- 
tion is expressed on all sides. Complaints 
are made that the plight of the industry 
cannot be brought before Parliameént, 
which does not reassemble until the middle 
of October, and it is felt by agriculturists 
that no oné seems to care whether they rise 
or fall. The tenants on the Magennis 
estate -negr Ballymoney, at a meeting 
during the week-end, adopted a resolution 
pointing out that only 3,000 out of 28,000 
‘“‘unbought tenants’’ had become owners 
under the Northern Ireland Land Pur- 
chase Act, and calling on the Land 
Purchase Commission to expedite the 
“ appointed day” for them. Attention 
was also drawn to the fact that the actual 
rents of a number of the’ tenants were 
higher than the judicial rents fixed by 
the Land Commission, this extraordinary 
and altogether illegal position being said 
to be due to the policy pursued, when a 
tenant. was selling, of threatening to 
exercise the right of pre-emption if he did 
not consent to an increase of rent. It was 
finally decided by the tenants to join the 
Ulster Farmers’ Union, which is at 
present engaged in an intensive effort to 
place their industry on a more satisfactory 


basis.

NORTHERN FISHERIES. 


The latest official figures available in 
connection with the Northern herring 
fisheries show that at Ardglass the season’s 
total up to the end of last month was 
24,357 ewts., valued at £15,432, as com- 
pared with 21,469 cwts., valued at £10,361 
for the corresponding period of 1926. It is 
expected that this gratifying improvement 
in our premier fishery will be maintained 
and that the industry will continue to 
expand. There were 38 steam trawlers 
and 74 motor boats engaged, a rather large 
fleet for the size of the harbour. With 
the reconstruction of the adjacent harbour 
of Killough, which is at present under 
consideration, the prospects for the fishery 
are extremely promising, as with proper 
and efficient accommodation the export 
trade with America and other countries 
could be largely developed. The Kilkeel 
and Portavogie fisheries so far have not 
been as successful as could be desired this 
season, both showing a big falling off in 
the value of the catehes as compared with 
last year. Eight motor boats were engaged 
at Kilkeel and six at Portavogie, the fish 
at the former realising £1,981, and at the 
latter £1,307. 


HAPPY OMENS. 


The singing of the British National 
Anthem, accompanied by the Free State 
Army Band in attendance, at the Dublin 
Show, as reported in your columns, was a 
source of gratification to all broad-minded 
people in the North. and the inclusion of 
the Union Jack in the scheme of decora- 
tions was also greatly appreciated. There 
are intolerant politicians here—happily a 
decreasing mumber—who. pretend that 
nothing good can exist south of the border, 
and such incidents as those mentioned 
serve to show the insincerity of their 
teachings.

between the two peoples and thus keep 
Ireland in a continual state of turmoil. 
Time, however, is exerting its healing 
influence, and even in Sandy row there is 
a kindlier feeling towards the South. 
Those who seek to create dissension are 
to be found in higher places. 


THE GREAT TREK. 


One of the things that puzzle the ordi- 
nary man is the parading by the Govern- 
ment of its own incapacity to rule in such 
a way as to keep its people at home. A 
country is rich and prosperous not so much 
in its stores of gold and silver as in its 
glowing young manhood and womanhood 
looking with hope and ambition into the 
coming years, and this is particularly true 
in the case of a nation small in numbers. 
Yet the Northern Government apparently 
takes pride in the impoverishment of its 
little State by encouraging and promoting 
emigration for the enrichment of Canada.

RESCUE IN MID-ATLANTIC 


AMERICAN HONOUR FOR 
DUBLIN SEAMAN. 


The bravery of a number of Irish seamen 
was recognised at Liverpool, when, on behalf 
of the President of the United States, pre- 
sentations were made to officers and members 
of the crew of the British steamer, Olyeric, 
who formed a volunteer lifeboat crew and 
rescued fifteen lives in a North Atlantic gale 
on November 5th, last year. 

The presentations were made as follows :—

Olyeric, gold watch and chain; Chief Officer 
A. Duff and Third Officer N. D. Robertson,

An Unguarded Frontier. 


The official opening of the “ Peace 
Bridge ” between Canada and the United 
States on Sunday was an event of more 
than ordinary importance. This great 
structure spans the Niagara River near 
Fort Erie, joining the,two countries about 
twenty miles above ‘the famous Niagara 
Falls, and since its informal opening on 
June Ist it has been crossed by more than 
.one million people. The official ceremony 
was performed by the Prince of Wales, 
who was accompanied by Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin, Mr. Mackenzie King, Prime 
Minister of the Dominion of Canada, and 
a number of important Canadian citizens. 
General Dawes, Vice-President’ of the 
United States; Mr. Kellogg, President 
Coolidge’s Secretary of State; Mr. Alfred 
Smith, Governor of New York, and Sir 
Esmé Howard, British Ambassador to 
Washington, were the principal members: 
of the party from the United States. Half- 
way across the bridge the two parties met, 
and the British, Canadian and United 
States National Anthems were sung. The 
Canadian party crossed to the American 
side of the bridge, and were accompanied 
back to the Canadian shore by the repre- 
sentatives of the United States, of whom 
they took leave at the foot of the monu- 
ment to the memory of Sir Isaac Brock, 
who fell during the last battle between 
Britain and the United States 115 years 
ago. Since that time there has been 
constant peace between the British and 
American peoples. The long frontier line 
of three thousand miles between Canada 
and the United States remains unguarded 
—a remarkable tribute to the good rela- 
tions that have stood the test of more 
| than a century. | 

The frontier between Canada and the 
United States also may be regarded’ as the 
border between Britain and the great 
American Republic; for in all matters of 
international importance Britain and 
Canada are as one. “So long as we speak 
the same speech,” said Mr, Baldwin in 
Toronto last week, “obey the same God 
and the same laws we shall remain one 
people.” Misunderstandings have arisen 
recently between Britain and the United 
States in regard to the problem of naval 
disarmament, but so long as the Canadian 


1 frontier remains unguarded there never 


will be any danger of a breach between 
Much as they may differ 
in outlook and in temperament, . the 
British and American peoples spring 
ultimately from the same stock. The same 
blood flows in their veins; they are 
inspired by the same ideals of democracy, 
and the great bond of a common language 
holds them permanently together. 
years ago there was talk of the “ annexa- 
tion” of Canada by the United States 
when the problem of reciprocity was being 
discussed at Ottawa and Washington, but 
that bogey to-day. has disappeared. Canada 
never was more loyal to the British 
connection than she is at present. She 
has achieved full nationhood within the 
four corners of the imperial Constitution. 
She is equal in every respect to Great 
Britain and to the other free nations that 
form the British Commonwealth. Absorp- 
tion by the United States- would involve 
the loss of all—or nearly all—the great 
privileges that Canada has won through 
her imperial status, and there are not a

Belgium and the Free State. 
The July issue of a magazine named 

Exportation is given wholly. to the interest 
of direct trade between Belgium and the 
Irish Free State; and“is the third number 
devoted specially to thé relations between 
Belgium and Ireland. Ezportation is a 
monthly publication under the patronage 
of the Comité Central Industriel de 
Belgique.. The July. number gives abundant 
evidence .-of .. commercial <enterprise, > and 
after examining it we aré not-surprised at 
the figures that it quotes as the measure 
of expansion of Belgian exports to 
Ireland. Besides; the normal circula- 
tion, it is announced, .this number will 
have a special distribution in: Ireland. 
Since the Armistice. Belgium has developed 
a large volume of direct*trade with Ire-. 
land. From 69,000,00@francs in 1920,-the 
sale of Belgian products to Ireland rose 
to 182,000,000° francs, or £1,039,000 in 
value in 1926, and the 1927 figures to date 
give promise of further expansion. Among 
Continental countries which _ sell’ their 
products to Ireland, Belgium now holds 
‘second place. Irish exports to Belgium, 
on the other hand, are..‘‘less. important 
than they might be,” amounting, in fact, 
to £141,700—only. one.seventh of the value 
of Belgian exports’ to Ireland. As the 
main reason for so lop-sided a commerce, 
the unfavourable rate of exchange of the 
Belgian franc must be accepted, “Let us 
hope,’’ says the writer of the introductory 
article in Eeportation, ' that this situa- 
tion soon may be modified ; for nó com- 
merce can last if it be. not bilateral,” 
The two countries complete each other 
economically, it is urged, and Ireland 
could furnish Belgium with numerous pro- 
ducts necessary-for.her industries and the 
feeding of her population: The four ‘lines 
of direct navigation between Belgium and 
the Free State ought not to have a pre- 
ponderance of traffic in.one direction. At 
the same time Irish producers must not 
risk, for the sake of what, after- all, are 
but miscellaneous trifles of trade with 
foreign countries, the continuance of their 
established interchange With the best and 
nearest customer—like Belgium, an indus- 
trial country in need of Irish materials 
and foodstuffs. If,-while maintaining that 
interchange on:a sound basis of mutual 
satisfaction, ‘a healthy development enables 
the ‘Free State to extend’ its trade with 
such countries as Belgium, the result will 
be all to the good. The énterprise of the 
country’s export’ traders, as manifested in 
the Irish Free State number > of

The Locarno spirit is being somewhat 
severely stfained in conversations which 
have n in progress in Berlin with 
regard to German defences on the Baltic 
coast. A semi-official statement was issued 
last week to the effect that the provisions 
‘requiring the guns to be changed from 
mobile to permanent mountings were being 
carried out, and it was hoped that this 
declaration would be accepted. The Allies, 
however,’ are not all disposed to refrain 
from pressing for an inspection of the 
fortresses. This has raised the delicate 
question as to whether an Allied investiga- 
tion should be suggested or whether the 
League of Nations, which is now re- 
sponsible for German armaments, shall be 


asked to act, 
The Minority Movement. 

Mr. Purcell, M.P., has been decisively 
snubbed in Paris by the Internationa) 
Federation of Trade Unions, from which 
it would appear that foreign trade 
unionists have no more use for ' leaders’’ 
with Communist tendencies than have 
their fellow-workers at home. That he 
received only one vote in his candidature 
for a place on the Executive confirms an 
early impression that his remarkably pro 
Russiam. sympathies were entirely aí 
variance with the great bulk of Con. 
tinental trade unionist opinion. Mr. 
Purcell is an hon. member of the Russian 
Soviet, and, like Mr. George Lansbury. 
M.P., after several personally conducted 
tours in the country has returned here 
asking everybody to believe that the land 
of Lenin is flowing with milk and honey. 
British trade unionism is on its mettle 
against the insidious “burrowing from 
within” tactics of the minority move- 
ment. 


Mr. Spencer 's Movement. 


The great mass of British workmen have 
grown tired of politics within their unions, 
which is evidenced certainly, so far as 
the. mining industry is concerned, by th: 
wide support accorded to Mr. George 
Spencer’s new movement. This is steadily 
gaining ground, and has taken firm root 
in places as far apart as South Wales and 
Northumberland. The best tribute to its 
success is the vituperation by which it 
is assailed by all the Federation leaders, 
who are not. so blind that they cannot sce 
that, with the general adoption of a “no 
politics:’’ policy, they would find their 
occupations gone. It will be interesting 
to.see whether the courts affirm the right 
of the Sailors’ and Firemen’s Union to 
lend the new organisation £10,000 free of 
interest, but-members’ approval of the 
veteran Mr. Havelock Wilson’s offer to 
that effect shows that so far British sea- 
men are on Mr. Spencer’s side. 


National Economy. 


The economy party in the House of 
Commons has not achieved much up\to 
the present, but it now has definite links 
marked out in the recent report of the 
Select Committee on Estimates which 
would prove profitable to the country if 
followsd. There has been a lot of glib 
talk about effecting savings, but with 
“minimum results. Complaint is that 
Government departments are over-staffed, 
two striking examples being the War 
Office and the Admiralty. The former 
possesses a staff of 500 or 600 in excess 
of pre-war numbers, the total complement 
costing twice as much as in 1914, not- 
withstanding that there are 35,000 fewer 
Regular Army, no Militia, and 100,000 
fewer Territorials. Admiralty figures are 
just as bad. The holiday period being in 
full swing, all Government offices are 
being run with skeleton staffs, and 
economists are keeping careful scrutiny 
on the turn-out for very obvious reasons.

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ICE CREAM SAID TO 
BE CAUSE. 


LITTLE GIRL DIES. 


Ice cream is suspected to be the cause .of 


| the outbreak of gastro-entéritis in North 


Somerset. One death has occurred, and the 
authorities report two hundred: cases—one 
hundred and thirty in Keynsham, and the 
others in Saltford, Corston, Bitton, Wills 
Bridge and West Twerton. 

About thirty cases, including the fatality, 
occurred at the last-named place, which is on 
the extreme western side of Bath. Here a 
child named Olive Irene Watts, aged 5} 
years, daughter of a lodge-keeper, who, ac- 
cording to the parents, ate a halfpenny 
“cornet? on Friday night when visiting 
Keynsham, was taken ill the following day. 
Her temperature rose to 105, and she died 
on Sunday afternoon. 

No mort deaths are anticipated, ed all the 
cases, as far as the authorities, who are in 
close touch with the situation, can tell, are 
going on well. A few have been admitted .to 
hospital. 

All appear to have eaten ice cream from 
the same supply, but many others who also 
ate it have felt no ill-effects. Friday’s supply 
was exhausted, so that none was available 
for investigation, but. some of that made on 
the following day has been taken away for 


‘analysis, together with the contents of the. 


stomachs of some of the affected persons. 
NO MORE DEATHS ANTICIPATED. 


The local authorities and the Ministry of 
Health have. been in consultation. Seen 
yesterday, Dr. J. F. Blackett, the medical 
ofhcer-of health for Bath, said: “I have been 
in consultation with the doctors concerned at 
Twerton, and also the chairman of the Health 
Committee. The symptoms are all very 
similar—chiefly gastro-enteritis. Some of the 
cases are very severe; others are only mild. 
I imagine there are not going to be any more 
deaths, As far as one can tell, all the 
patients are going on well. Nor have I any 
reason to believe that there will be any 
repetition of the trouble, which is very likely 
due to the bacterial infection of one of the 
ingredients. That, however, is a matter 
which the pathologists are investigating. 
There is no suggestion that it is botulism.”’ 


EX-NAVYMAN THE MANUFACTURER. 

The. maker and vendor of the ice cream 
suspected of being the cause of the outbreak, 
who regularly travels through the villages 
with an ice cream cart in the summer, said 
yesterday afternoon that he had made and 
sold ice créam for twenty years, with the 
exception of the period between August 2nd, 
1914, and May Wth, 1919, when he served in 
the Navy. No chemicals whatever were used 
in its manufacture, and he had never received 
a complaint. The ingredients used were 
Grade “A” milk, new laid eggs, cornflour of 
a well-known brand and vanilla flavouring. 
Though a number of people in his own village 
had been taken ill, many others, whose names 
he mentioned, partook of the same ice cream 
and were quite well. 

The Keynsham authorities state that the 
source of the supply has been stopped as a 
precautionary. measure. 

The inquest on the little girl will take 


place to-day. 


WOMAN COMMUNIST 
ARRESTED.

ACTIVITY OF VIENNA 
POLICE.

VIENNA, Monday. 

The Vienna police to-day took into 
custody a Rumanian Communist woman 
student, named Boguslav, in. whose 
lodgings, which were searched in connec- 
tion with the recent disturbances, the 
police found a large quantity of Com- 
munist handbills and pamphlets. 

The girl stated that the literature had 
been given to her by a female telephone 
clerk in the employ of the Vienna Soviet 
Trading Company.

It has been dis- 
covered that the husband of the telephonist 
was formerly a chauffeur employed by the 
Soviet Legation and is now serving there 
in some other capacity. 

The Vienna police recently compelled 
the Soviet Trading Company to draw up 
and hand over to it a full list of its 
foreign employés,

security. Without some special representation 
these eleménts, ‘which ‘have a history of 
domination behind them, will inevitably 
attempt to assert their rights by violence, and 
since India has been the paradise of minorities 
ever since the Aryan herdsmen imposed their |.

cost of the proposals involved; that thirty- 
two of the petitioners were non-ratepayers, 
and at least thirty more were 
weekly tenants, for whom the landlords 
paid the rates, and, consequently not 
immediately concerned as to the rise 


or fall of the rates. The Council did not 


admit that the streets were disgraceful or 
had been neglected, but, on the contrary, 
asserted that the streets had always received 
reasonable attention, Several other state- 
ments in the memorial were quite incorrect. 
The Council asserted that the business of the 
urban area had been managed in a way that 
would compare favourably with any urban 
district, but if the Ministry desired to hold 
an inquiry they would raise no objection.

MISSIONARY NOTES. |

In India there are more than eighty 
stations at which C.M.S. missionaries are 
acting as chaplains to tho British Settlement, 
in addition to their already heavy burden of 
missionary work. 

The first ordination in the new African 
Diocese of the Upper Nile took place in 
May, when Bishop Kitching admitted a 
Muganda native worker to deacon’s orders. 
The pastoral staff which the Bishop carried 
was made by a missionary out of two Dinka 
clubs of Malek ebony. 

It is reported that thousands of the native 
boys and girls in Old Cairo earn a living by 

icking up cigarette-ends, which are col- 
ected by middlemen and resold to the fac- 
tories. For this and other reasons child- 
welfare work has now become a recognised 
branch of missionary activity in Old Cairo, 

A number of ‘Chinese Christian families 
have settled at Allahabad, and have taken 
up trades, such as ee shoemaking. 

The fifth report of the World Call to the 
Church—dealing with the call from British own 
people overseas—shculd be of special in- 
terest to all those who have family connec- 
tions with the colf-governing Dominions. 
The needs of such classes as sailors, soldiers, 
telegraphists, etc., who are continually on 
tho move, has been carefully investigated in 
the move, have been carefuliy investigated in 
this report. The considered judgment of those 
who compiled the report is that there must 
be found £50,000 wer annum for work amon 
these people, and at least 250 additiona 
ordained men. 

The Rev. Dr. Hallam, Principal of 
Emmanuel! College, Saskatoon, has accepted 
@ unanimous invitation to accept the parish 
of the Church of the Ascension, Hamilton. 
His loss will be severely felt in the college; 
for it is largely due to his efforts that it 
stands so high in the estimation of Western 
Canela to-day. Since 1910 theve have passed 
out. from Emmantel 96 men, of whom 68 are 
stil at work overseas. 

The Rev. L. Daniels, rector of the enor- 
mous parish of Wilconnia, New South Wales 
(a parish as large as England), has, through 
the kindness of friends in England, received 
a sufficient sum to enable him to purchase a 
small aeroplane for visiting his parish. The 
machine will be delivered to in the 
autumn. 

The parishioners of Kiambu, Kenya 
Colony, have helped in a practical way to 
enlarge their church. As every settler sent 
coffee away, a gift in kind was left at the 
church, #itteen cwt. so given was sold 
recently at Mincing lane. Freight, dock and 
agents’ charges were generously waived. The 
buyers at Mincing lane, when informed of 
the circumstances, bid the coffee to the un- 
precedented figure of £200, and so gave very 
sv.bstantial help in the matter. 

A site for a church at Kano, N. Nigeria, 
has been given on conditipn that the church 
is erected within the next eighteen memths. 
It will serve as a place of worship for the 
European population, 

Miss R. Piggott, who has worked for over 
20 years for the Church of England Zenana 
Missionary Society at Hyderabad, has re- 
ceived the medal of the First Class of the 
Kaisar-i-Hind “ for publie services in India.”’ 

A new film, “ Africa To-day,”’ is in course 
of preparation, and will be released in Qcto- 
ber. It promises to be as interesting as the 
film entitled “India To-day,” which was 
shown in Dublin and in the provinces some 
time ago.
